Wreck Occurs at Nichols. 

The wreck occurred ata place called Nich- 
ols, otherwise the yards and roundhouse of 
the Chicagd and Grand Trunk road, in the 
west part of town. There is only one main 
track running past the shanty called Nichols, 
and upon this t®ack, right at the depot, the 
two trains met with terrific force. One wasa 
Raymond and Whitcomb special, full of pas- 
sengers returning from the World’s Fair and 


going to their homes in New York and Boston.: |. 


Conductor Burt Scott of this city had charge 
and the engineer was an old employé named 
Henry Wooley. 

The Pacific Express was made up of thir- 
teen old coaches, bound for Chicago. Johp

Conductor Seott and Engineer Wooley of 
the Raymond and Whitcomb spevial received 


orders to meet at Nichols No. 9, the Pacific 


express, going to Chicago. The order was: 

Meet No. 9, Engine 158, on double track. 

Practically the same orders were given to 
the trainmen of the Pacific ‘express. This 
train was due at 1;35 a. m., but was nearly 
three hours late. , 

The disobedience of orders ‘upon the part of 
one crew, if not both, caused the trains to 
leave the doubte track here and meet upon 
the single track in the company’s yards. 
When the trains met in the deadly crash the 
Pacific: express was going at the rate of thirty 
miles an hdéur and the special was somewhat 


slower; though Engineer Wooley says he had 


stopped. The ‘engineers and firemen .when 
they sawa collision was inevitable shut off 


steam, reversed engines, put on brakes, and 


all jumped and escaped. without serious in- 
jury. The conductor of the Pacific “xpress 
was badly hurt by being caught in the car. 
Passengers Asleep When Crash Comes. 
Then the crash came, The two engines were 
driven into edch other and’ wrecked, the one 
on the express being a new Cook engine in use 


| two weeks. The people in the @af@wded cars 
“were sleeping at the time, 3:40 o'clock, and 


everything was dark, with the excepfien of the 
switcht-lights and the headtights of yard loco- 
motives. 

Of the special train the engine and baggage 
car were wrecked, but the coachés, being 
sleepers and the train moving slowly, escaped 
serious injury and no ee on this train was in- 
jured, It was on the Pacific express that the 
terrible loss of life.cecurred. That train was 
inade up of thirteen old coaches and four of 
thern telescoped and were burned, catching 
fire from the lamps and stoves im, the cars. 


The passengers in the four coaches were more 


or less injured and.in one of them, No. 13, 
called the unlucky cdach, whieh has been in 
several accidents before, there were twenty- 
fivexiead bodies takenout by the firemen. 


The scene immediately after the collision 


was in many respects similar to other rajlroad 
accidents where great loss of life is incurred. 
Behind the crushed locomotive of the special 
train was a tender crushed into a space six 
feet long and on its side. The end of the bag- 
gage car was broken in and the side damaged 
some. Otherwise the special wasall right and 
the cars remained upon the track. 

To the rear of the demolished Pacifierx- 
press engine was a scene of. ‘horror such as 
was never before witnessed in /Michigan. In 
the forest fires to the morth people have a 


fighting chance for life, In the Grand Trunk 


wreck this morning men, women, and children 

were fastened to their’places in the cars and 

slowly burned to unrecognizable masses. 
Cars Telescoped and Crushed, 

The baggage car next to the engine was 
emashed. The sides were torn away from the 
floor and the rear trucks forced forward and 
into the ones in fronts The car did not leave 
the track. Behind the baggage car were the 
day coaches in which the fearful loss of life 
oceurred, The first coach, for,some unac- 
countable reason, escaped without injury ex® 

o the platforms. . 
cost wchant the deadly mass of wreckage 
representing. two day coaches ground to 
pieces by the sleeping cars behind, These 
two cars were telescoped and the wreckage of 
both did not occupy a space more than 50 by 
90 feet. . The unfortunate victims ‘were 
crowded into the forward end of the car in a 
space of 10 by 20 feet and ‘a mass of seats, 
iron, and splintered wood eleven feet high. 
In that space were twenty-five people. rm 

The shock dazed while it woke -the occu- 
pants of the cars. Then came the shrieks of 
the injured and the moans of those more ser 
usly hurt. Wiking hands pressed forward, 
and in the darkness, hands were torn as pieces 
of wreckage were struggled with in the efforts 
of the rescv ~rs to release some man OF 
or child pinned down in the wreckage," Thete 
was little light at first. Soon there was 4 
great lightand men grew pale and women 
crazed as they saw what follotved. 

‘There had been fires in thesheet-iron stotes 
last night, and as the .weather .was cool the 
brakeman had performed his diaty upusvelly

The spark soon became a light, then a fire, 
small at first and needing only a bucket of 
water to quenchit, but rapidly increasing 
in brilliancy as it fed upon the highly 
varnished wood above. No kindlings could 
have been better placed. Then the fire be- 
came fierce as it formed its own draft and 
crept upward towards the victims in waiting. 
There was no water, nothing to quench the 
red fury, and soon the neighboring farm- 
houses could be seen, the light was so great. 
The fire soon became a great white fur- 
nace, devouring men, women, and children, 
and meltmg iron and warping wheels of cars, 
and whén the fire department attempted to 
quench it the water sizzled as it struck the 
red hot iron and went up in steam. The blaze 
was seen for miles around, 

The wreck and the bright light attracted 
crowds of people to the Grand Trunk yards, 
and the work of rescue was pushed as vigor- 
ously as possible. This work became a frantic 
struggle as the fire increased, and the prison- 
ers one by one passed into insensibility. 


‘Stories.ef suicide among the cremated people 
were told, but could not be substantiated. 


Rude stretchers were improvised and the in- 
jured were carried to the neighbosing houses 
and railway shanties in the Grand Trunk 
yards.

& Farley. Coroner Dr. Gillette then took 
charge of them, and, assisted by others, began 
the work of identification. 

Long befere this occurred, however, the 
fire and police departments were on hand. The 
police kept the constantly increasing crowd 
back while the firemen looked after the fire 
and the removal of the dead and the saving of 
the injured and their property. 

Physicians in abundance were among the 
early arrivals at the wreck and the injured 
were well taken care of. The railroad offi- 
cials were soon here from Detroit and Chicago 
and did what they could to relieve the situa- 
tion, . Happening at 3:52 a. m. the track was 
cleared and all dead and injured taken away 
before noon. 

The damage to the coaches and ¢engines in 
the collision today will amount to at least 
$40,000 ; four coaches are burned up and the 
two engines are badly wrecked. General 
Superintendent Atwater denied a rumor that 
two of the coaches in the collision were very 
old and should have been taken off the road 


long ago. 
NO AID FOR IMPRISONED PEOPLE. 


Passengers Burn to Death Before the Eyes 
of Willing but Helpless Ones, 

Batre Crekx, Mich., Oct. 20.—The trav- 
elers in the sleepers of the special, nearly ali 
of whom had been shaken out of their berths 
by the shock, poured out of the cars, but be- 
fore the fury of the flames they were almost 
powerless to render any assistance except to 
the injured in the fourth car. 

At the moment of the crash Henry Canfield,

made, and it was certain no _ bodies 
remained, thefreight car was backed dowa 
to the city depot, the charred remains trans- 
ferred to an undertaker’s, a wrecking crew 
set to work, the débris again sorted and after- 
wards burned, and tonight there is nothing in 
the railroad yards but a heap of ashes to tell 
thestory of oné of the most awful catastro- 
phes in the history of railroading. 

Not until their dying day will some of the 
citizens who were early on the ground forget 
the scenes they were compelied to witness and 
helpless to relieve. No pen can describe the 
last moments of Mrs. Charles Van Dusen. 
She had succeeded in getting half way out of 
the window, but her limbs were pinioned by 
the heavy framework of the seat she had been 
occupying with her husband, and this had 
taken fire. Thus held, roasting, burning 


from the feet up,. she pleaded and 
begged for the help that those _ out- 
side were helpless to give. Despite 


her terrible agony she retained consciousness 
to the last, and as the flames crept up and sur- 
rounded her she called out her name and ad- 
dress and that of friends to be notified. “I 
am a teacher in the Methodist Sunday school 
at Sprout Brook, N. Y..”" she cried, “say I 
died like a Christian.’ Then the side of the 
car gave way and she fell back into the 
flames, 

Her husband, meanwhile, had been rescued 
from the next car into which he had been 
driven by the force of the collision. Both 
limbs were fractured and he had also received

to send his love to the two children that he 
had left at home and also to give them his 
watch. He was 47 years old anda deacon in 
the Methodist Church of his native village. 


INJURED ONES IN HOSPITALS. 


Pitiable Scenes Enacted—Searching for 
Missing Dear Ones, rs 
Batruz Creek, Mich., Oct. 20.—[Special. ] 

—Most of the injured were conveyed to the 

Memorial Hospital, where a corps of Detroit 

doctors aided the regular staff. Four of the 

injured were taken to the Battle Creek Sani- 
tarium and several were housed in the homes 
of citizens on Lansing avenue. Perhaps the 
most pitiable scenes at the hospital were 
the searchers for relatives .who, dur- 


y ing the morning hours, besieged the busy ma- 


tron, Mrs. Cobb. There were tears of joy 
shed when the information was given to some 
inquiring one that the person sought for was 
lying bruised and maimed in the 
hospital ward. It meant life at least, but the: 
constant answer ** Not here’’ meant death. 

H,. F. Crowley of Port Huron, who was in 
the fifth coach at the time of the accident, had 
just left his brother, W. H. Crowley, in the 
second coach, they having been in the 
smoker.. He could not find him after the 
wreck and has spent all day looking for him. 
He visited the Nichols home twice and has 
seen all of the wounded, and has also visited 
the. tesidences on Lansing avenue, 


Nothing among the articles saved from the 
wreck could be identified by Mr. Crowley as 
belonging to his brother, and he fears now 
that he was among those terribly burned. 
The missing man wore a gold watch with a 
heavy chain and a Knight Templar charm. 
H, F. Crowley was himself badly injured and 
late in the afternoon was compelled to seek 
medical attendance in the hospital where he 
first asked for news of his brother. 

** My brother is dead, of that I an certain,” 
said Mr. Crowley this evening, ‘“‘ and the awful 
part of it is that I shall never be able to feel 
that he is given a Christian burial. He might 
be any one of the charred masses that lie 
down there numbered but not named in the 
morgue,” 

Albert Bradley of Toronto, one of the 
mdimed victims of the wreck, lay unconscious 
during the morning hours in Room No. 19 at 
the Nichols home. At noon his leg was am- 
putated. Bradley’s young wife was reported 
missing, and it is almost established that her 
body is among the numbered bundlesin the 
morgue. Ever since he has regained con- 
sciousness Bradley has been calling piteously 
to his wife. He does not know yet she is 
missing, but believes she is only hurt. Brad- 
ley himself may not live twenty-four hours. 

It was in the room adjoining Bradley’s that 
C. C. Van Dusen died. In preparing the body 
for burial tonight a small chamois bag was 
found belted about his waist. In it were two 
bills of exchange made payable, as if in grim 
premonition of awaiting death, to C. C, Van 
Dusen or his executor. The bills were for $40 
each. 

One of the affecting incidents at the hos- 
pital was that of Frank H. Smith, who, him- 
self badly injured, having had both legs 
broken and several other bruises, made little 
complaint of his own injuries, but frequently 
asked concerning the injury sustained by his 
sister Nellie. to whom he had been devotedly 
attached. Every few minutes he begged the 
attendants to tell him of his sister and whether 
she was suffering much. The attendants as- 
sured him that she was not seriously wounded 
and he seemed to find solace for his own 
agony in such information. The truth was, 
but the attendants did not care to tell him, 
Nellie was badly hurt. She was equally so- 
licitous for him. Both of them made fre- 
quent inquiries for their parents. 

There was one visitor at the hospitals, name- 
less and dumb, that was perhaps the only liv- 
ing thing brought out from the burned cars. 
It was a small black and tan dog with a hand- 
some collar and the initials “J. P.”’ engraved 
ona diamond-shaped tag. The dog came 
from the wreck to the home of Mrs. Acey 
Martin, on Beech street, and by her was taken 
to the hospitals. The dog is supposed to have 
belonged to one of the dead women taken 
from the wreck and is part of the personal 
effects held by the Coroner. 

The Wurtz family at the Nichols home are 
among the most seriously injured. The son 
was so badly injured that his legs will have to 
be amputated and itis ‘not thought he can 
survive the operation.

Moral Effect of the Attack. 

Lonpon, Oct. 20.—The representative of 
the United Press today had an interview with 
one of theoriginal Mashonaland concession- 
nairies who was for a long time a resident at 
Buluwayo. He is thoroughly acquainted 
with the habits and customs of the Matubeles, 
and having this knowledge he said that the 
moral effect upon them of the recent fighting 
will be enormous and probably will cause 
them to come to terms with the British. The 
killing of 100 of their number will have a 
tremendous influence upon the superstitious 
Matabeles, who have believed that with the 
help of their gods they were more than a 
match for any white force that could be sent 
against them. 


RIOT OF HINDOOS IN A BOMBAY TOWN. 


Attack On a Mohammedan Mosque Precip- 
itates a Furious Battle. 


Lonpoy, Oct. 20.—A dispatch from Cal- 
cutta says there has been another riot between 
the Hindoos and Mahommedans, the trouble 
growing out of an attack by Hindoos upon a 
Mahommedan mosque. Friday is the Mahom- 
medan Sabbath and while a number of that 
sect were performing their devotions in the 
mosque the members of a Hindoo re- 


ligious procession made an attack 
upon the building. A fight ensued, 
the combatants on both sides fighting 


with fury. Many of the rioters were wounded 
and a large number of them were arrested by 
the police. A riot had been expected for 
some time and the police in force were 
promptly at the scene and quelled the out- 
break. The scene of the rioting was in the 
Town of Yeola, in the Nasik District of the 
Bombay Presidency. Many of the residents 
of the town had become so alarmed at the hos- 
tile attitude of the Hindoos and Mohammed- 
ans that they left the place, fearing the conse- 
quences should rioting break out. 7 

Sir Andrew Clark Stricken. 

Sir Andrew Clark, the celebrated physician, 
was stricken with paralysis yesterday at his 
residence. No, 16 Cavendish square. He was 
talking with a patient when he suddenly fell 
insensible. The physician found that Dr. 
Clark was suffering from paralysis. Later in 
the day he partially recovered. His friends 
are gravely anxious regarding him. It is cer- 
tain that he will be incapacitated for a long 
time.

HAS BEEN A SOLDIER FIFTY YEARS. 


Grand Celebration Planned for King Al- 
bert’s Military Jubilee. 

Drespsen, Oct. 20.—Preparations on a 
grand scale are being made here for thie cele- 
bration of the military jubilee of the King of 
Saxony. King Albert, when 15 years old, 
entered the army of Saxony in 1843, and has 
therefore been a soldier for fifty yeare. In 
1867 he became a member of the Army of 
Confederated States of Northern Germany. 
During the Franco-Prussian war he com- 
manded the German army of the Muese. In 
1871 he was made a Field Marshal, and about 
two years later succeeded to the throne of 
Saxony. Among those who will attend the 
celebration is Emperor William, who will ar- 
rive in Dresden Sunday evening. His im- 
perial Majesty will attend the grand banquet 
that will be given at the palace at 6 o'clock 
and at 8 will visit the opera-house, where a 
gala performance will be given.

Its exact time was 5 days, 13 

hours, 80 minutes, breaking the east-bound 

record made by the Campania, the sister ship 
of the Lucania, by one hour and fifteen min- 

utes, the Campania’s time having been 5 

days, 14 hours, and 55 minutes, 


PEIXOTO’S REPORTS UNTRUSTWORTHY 


Ships ef the Insurgents Uninjured in the 
Recent Bombardment. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. | 

Monrevirpo, Uruguay, via Galveston, Tex., 
Oct. 20.—[Copyright, 1893, by James Gor- 
don Bennett.|—Advices received from Rio 
Janeiro indicate that President Peixoto pro- 
poses to conduct the campaign against the in- 
surgents with more vigor than heretofore. He 
has ordered the forta of Santos to be strength- 
ened in preparation for an expected attack 
from Mello’s men. 

Telegrams which emanate from President 
Peixoto are untrustworthy. The much-her- 
alded report of the sinking of the steamer 
Urano and the capture of many prisoners by 
the government forces is untrue. The steam- 
er is now in the harbor of Rio discharging 
provisions, Neither the Urano nor the Aquid- 
iban was injured in the fire from the forts 
during the bombardment of the 14th, al- 
though Peixoto's reports stated that the ships 
had suffered severely. In fact there was no 
practical advantage to either side, 

The Brazilian Minister to Uruguay recent- 
ly visited Buenos Ayres in an effort to have 
the Government of Argentine pledged to neu- 
trality between the combatants. He staid 
at the hotel in Buenos Ayresin which many of 
the leaders of the revolution were quartered. 
His yisit excited suspicion among Mello’s 
friends. 

Senator Ruiy Barbosa said on his arrival in 
Rio he would have been taken by force from 
the British steamer Magdalena had not Capt. 
Long of the warship Simis interfered. There 
are now 500 political prisoners in the jails in 
Rio Janeiro who have been arrested under 
orders from Peixoto. Barbosa’s friends tell 
him there are scenes of crueity and 
tyranny in Rio. Carts arrive at the cemetery 
almost every day containing the headless 
bodies of legislators and other political pris- 
oners who have been executed often without 
trial by the government. Police spies, ac- 
cording to Barbosa, watch all suspected per- 
sons and particularly shadow members of 
Congress and political leaders. 

The governinent’s financial condition was at 
a low ebb and a clandestine issue of $75,000,- 
000 in boads was made, To purchase loyalty 
the pay of railroad men was doubled and that 
of naval officers trebled. : t 

Lieut. Machado has been appointed Pro- 
visional Governor of the seceding State of 
Santa.Catharina. The people of the State 
have accorded their support to the revolution- 
ary authorities. 

Brazil has requested Uruguay to closely 
watch revolutionary chiefs in its territory to 
prevent them conspiring with officers who have 
been sent by Piexoto to take charge of the 
Tiradentes. 

Arrival of United States Cruiser, 

The United States cruiser Newark, flying 
the flag of the Acting Rear-Admiral, com- 
manding the South Atlantic station, has ar- 
rived at Rio Janeiro, having left the Bar- 
badoes on the 6th instant.

WANTS BETTERTERMS 


THE ADMINISTRATION AND SILVER 
MEN APPROACHING. 


Date for the Stoppage of Silver Purchases 
Now Keeps the President and Steering 
Committee Fencing for Advantage—Ex- 
ecutive Will Not Promise Approval of 
Any Legislation@Republicans Will Not 
Permit the Coinage of the Seigniorage— 
Prospects for a Trace During Week, 


Wasuineron, D, C., Oct. 20.—[Special, ]— 
The administration wants better terms from 
the silver men. The nature of these terms 
was outlined at today’s Cabinet meeting. In 
the first place the word was passed around 
that there could be no compromise, This 
was for the benefit of the public, but if a com- 
promise can be disguised under the name of 
a concession why that is a different matter. 
July 1, 1894, is still the date at which the 
President hopes to get the silver purchases 
stopped, while the silver men and the Demo- 
cratic leaders are as inflexible as ever 
in placing it at Jan. 1, 1895. The 
silver men started out to secure July 1, 
4895, but they show a willingness to yield 
six months. Now they insist that the Presi- 
dent must yield the other six months. They 
won’teven consent to splitting the differ- 
ence between July 1, 1804, and Jan. 1, 1895. 
They are even hopeful if the fight is carried 
beyond the Democratic steering committee 
into the Senate of securing a longer period. 
Their ultimatum is that the silver purchases 
shall goon until next year’s «elections are 
fought out. Their plan now is to submita 
bill and leave the date to be filled in by the 
Senate, 

After the Cabinet meeting it was given out 
that the President was absolutely firm against 
any compromise and the talk at the Capitol 
was that the bill might have to be passed re- 
gardless of his wishes. It is probable, how- 
ever, that if the administration finds that 
public sentiment would prefer certainty to 
uncertainty. and would justify the con- 
tinuance of the purchases for a year anda 
half after the extra session was called, it 
would yield. But for the present it dces not 
take that attitude. The word sent to the 
Democratic steering committee from the 
White Huuse, after the Cabinet meeting, was 
that the President and his whole administra- 
tion believed in unconditional repeal and 
would hold out for it. But there was an inti- 
mation, the firet of the kind that has been re- 
ceived, that July 1, 1804, was the limit of 
concession. 

The Question of a Veto, 


There was the further statement that the 
President could not, in justice to his position, 
make any promises about prospective legisla- 
tion, and that he could not therefore, with 
self-respect, promise to sign any bill, as that 
would be to abdicate the executive function. 
But in making this statement he did not wish 
to be understood as saying that a measure 
which received the votes of a majority of both 
Houses would not be taken as evidence that a 
satisfactory settlement had been reached. 
However, the administration thought that in- 
asmuch ag the Republicans had given such 
strong support to its repeal policy the Demo- 
cratic majority could not in justice ask the 
President to approve legislation which the 
Republicans did not aq oe 

This tenderness for the Republicans does not 
fool any of them. Two weeks ago they got the 
same hint, and the prompt reply of the leaders 
was that they must decline to share the Presi- 
dent’s responsibility for the doings of his own 
party. If the Democrats will abdicate, as Sena- 
tor Sherman pointed out, the Republicans will 
accept the responsibility and frame legislation 
which will pass the Senate. They can bring in 
a bill of their own, but they will not consent 
to take the responsibility for ua bill framed 
by a Democratic steering committee. The 
proposed compromise must come in as a Dem- 
ocratic measure, and then may receive the sup- 
port of individual Republicans, But it cannot 
receive the support Of the Republicans as a 
party. 

The steering committee, after the message 
from the White House had been received. went 
to work again ante that the President's 
suggestion as to Republican avpenn tion was 
impracticable. They also knew t their 
own ranks would be disorganized if they un- 
dertook to shorten the period even to Octo- 
ber, 1894. An alternative proposition was 
discussed which was to make the period July 
1, 1804, and to do away with any bond issue. 
The President would be willing to accept this 
because he already has the authority to issue 
bonds. It was thought that some of the 
Southern Senators might also accept such a 
modification because it would be hard work 
for them to support a bond issae. 


May Yet Extend the Pertod. 


But the bare suggestion that the period was 
to be shortened brought them up in arms and 
they threatened if there was any more foolin 
they would go back to their original comand 
and make July 1, 1895, the tinre for stopping 
the purchases, They knew that if it came to 
the worst they could go into the open Senate 
and by the votes of all the silver State men 
and the Populists secure the extension of the 
period even longer. But the play has been to 
secure Democratic harmony, and so long as 
there is a poseibiiity of compromise they will 
not break loose from their party. It looks, 
however, as though a majority in the Senate 
might actually be had _ to 
the purchases for two years. 
best the friends of the administra- 
tion seem likely to do is to get the silver 
liabilities which will be incurred down to 
$750,000,000. 

A number of Republican Senators have 
given notice that they will not consent to 
coin the seigniorage and thus increase the 
silver liabilities by $52,000,000. They say 
this would be in effect a bunko game on the 
part of the government, as the seigniorage 
was intended to be a part ot the reserve for 
a arf rity. To put it forth as an in- 
creased lia lity in order to furnish current 
expenses for the government they look upon 
as a worse kind of bad faith. They would 
rather see the period of purchases extended 
by six months or even a year. 


Voorhees’ Resolution Has No Effect. 


The notion that the introduction b) Voor- 
hees of a closure resolution this morning 
brings the Senate any nearer to unconditional 
repeal might as well be dispelled. In the im- 
yrobable event of all compromise failing the 
Senate will be just as much at sea as though 
Voorhees had not put in his resolution. It is 
the wildest sort of talk that is heard that 
Senator Hill has forty signatures to a petition 
to the Vice-Presicent for closure, he ever 
got forty he could get forty-three, which 
would be a majority, but he has not actually 
twenty-five. 

It May Mean a Truce. 

Tonight’s developments indicate a silver 
truce till the first of next week in order that 
public sentiment may have time to make 
itself known. Dan Lamont has gone over to 
New York to see how the business-men there 
who were promised immediate repeal will 
take an extension, provided it is not called 
compromise. It is given out that August, 
1804, is the latest date which the adminis- 
tration will accept, but the Democratic steer- 
ing committee seems to have an idea that 
October, 1895, would not meet with disfavor 
at the White House. This idea prevails in 
spite of the energetic denials on behalf of the 
administration and in spite of Vilas and 
White, administration supporters, who de- 
sg that July, 1894, is the limit of conces- 
sion. 

The steering committee, however, seems 
more concerned about the unwillingness of 
the silverites to split the difference between 
July and January than over Vilas and White. 
Senator Cockrell said this evening after the 
committee adjourned that while its work was 
not finished there had been no positive disa- 
greement on any point. The willingness of 
the silver Democrats to leave the date to be 
settled in the open Senate is not acceptable, 
because then the measure could hardly be 
called a Democrati¢ bill, for its terms would 
be fixed by the whole Senate and not by the 
Democratic majority. The arrangement is 
that Voorhees shall go ahead tomorrow with 
his bluff at closure and that the Senate shall 
seem to be doing business while the further 
negotiations for compromise go on, 


ALLISON LOOKS FOR COMPROMISE.

TO PROTECT NATIONAL INTERESTS. 


Attorney-General Olney Replies to the 
House Questions on Union Pacific. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., Oct. 20.—Attorney- 
General Olney sent to the House today a re- 
ply to the resolution passed by that body re- 
ferring to recent legal proceedings whereby 
the Union Pacific railroad passed into the 
hands of a receiver, appointed bya United 
States Court, and requesting information. 

In reply Mr. Olney says that the United 
States, was not a party to the proceedings and 
was without notice of them until they had 
been taken. There is grave doubt as to the 
validity of the proceedings as far as the 
United States is concerned, and in their 
practical, if not their technical operation and 
effect the proceedings must be regarded as 
tending to seriously prejudice the interests 
of the United States as protected and secured 
by existing laws. e only action yet 
taken by him in the premises has been 
the employment of George Hoadley of New 
York as special counsel for the United States 
—an empioyment rendered necessary by the 
fact that the entire force of the Department 
of Justice is no more than adequate to the 
current demands upon it. 

It is more than probable that thé proper 

rotection of the interests of the United 
States will be found to call for special legis- 
lation by Congress, But. until further inves- 
tigation and knowledge, both of the facts and 
the law involvea, it would be unwise to at- 
tempt to_ indicate the precise legislation 
needed. Upon that particular subject 
Attorney-General states he will make a 
special report at as early a day as practical. 

Omana, Neb., Oct. 20.—[Special. |—The in- 
formation that Attorney-General Olney had ex- 
pressed grave doubts as to the United States 
being bound by the action of the Federal Court 
in appointing a receiver for the Union Pacific 
railroad created no sensation here, excepting 
in uninformed circles, Judge Dundy, who 
made the order, said that, of course, the 
United States was not made a party to 
the suit, for the reason, as he supposes, that 
there is no law which would permit of such a 
suit being brought against the United States 
Government. But this does not impair the 
status of the receivers. Union Pacific 
Solicitor Thurston takes the same view, and 
says that the Attorney-General’s message is 
possessed of no significance whatever. The 
government can if it chooses, foreclose its 
mortgage whenever it becomes due, and the 
receivers will simply have to pay out of the 
assets of the railroad. 


ARMY IS IN GOOD CONDITION, 


Maj.-Gen., Schofield Points Out the Changes 
Most Necessary. 

WasuinoTon, D. C., Oct. 20.—The annual 
report of the Major-General commanding the 
army was made publictoday. Gen. Schofield 
says: 

Satisfactory progress has been made during the 
last year in the fabrication of modern high 

wer guns and considerable work has been done 
in providing emplacements for such guns and 
mortars. Experiments have also been continued 
in respect to disappearing carriages for such 
guns. Conclusive results in this last regard have 
not yet been reached, but yet such progress has 
been made that efficient carriages could be rapid- 
ly constructed in case of immediate need. 

On the enlistment question the report says: 

In an army so small as that permanently main- 
tained by the United States the all-important 
requisite is efficiency and reliability under any 
and all circumstances that may ar To secure 
this it seems evident that the policy should con- 
template the elimination, as soon as practicable, 
of all men who cannot be molded into perfectly 
trustworthy soldiers, and the retention in service 
of all whose military development proves to 
entirely satisfactory. The period of five years 
(that of the present term of enliist- 
is much longer than necessary for 
purpose, while the limit of 
length of service under existing law—namely: 
ten years is much too short to enable the govern- 
ment to obtain the best service from men who 
have proved in all respects to be satisfac- 
tory. There is another serious objection to the 
present limitation of ten years. at period is 
much too long fora young man to devote to the 
military service if he must ultimately make his 
career in civil life. 

The benefit to the country from the military 
training of the small number of men who are 
discharged after ten years of service is quite in- 
significant. They do not amount to as many as 
one in 4,000 of the arms-bearing 
the United States. In a country where policy is 
based upon universal obligations to military 
service and the Gavenopmens of the ultimate 
military strength o the nation and 
where a large standing army is maintaine., 
partly as a school in which _ all 
young men capable of bearing arms may bo 
trained, a short time of active service, generally 
of three years, enables the government to give 
that training to every young man capable of 
bearing arms. In our country the army is far too 
smallto serve asavaluable training school of 
this character. The organized militia of the sev- 
eral States serves such a purpese toa much bet- 
ter advantage without drawing young men away 
from their civil avocations. 

It therefore seems advisable that the term of 
enlistment in the regular servicein this country 
be reduced from five to three years and that the 
legal restriction upon reénlistment be removed, so 
that the war department may be at liberty to 
continue in service those enlisted men whose 
services are found to be valuable. 

No doubt heretofore the practice was to re- 
enlist old soldiers after they have become less 
efficient than when they were younger, but that 
practice may readily be controlled by executive 
action. It would in my judgment be beneficial 
to the military service to repeal the law authoriz- 
ing the purchase of discharges. 

Gen. Schofield Sagres with several other 
prominent officers in believing that the exper- 
iment of making soldiers of Indians has 
been a success. In the year the most arduous 
services rendered by the troops was in sup- 
pressing and punishing violators of the neu- 


tralitys laws between this country and 
Mexico. For this service Gen. 
Schofield highly commends the troops 


in the Department of Texas. The state of 
discipline in the army continues to be satis- 
factory. Reorganization of the artillery and 
infantry is recommended and the suggestion 
is made thata reserve supply of the most ap- 
proved infantry rifles and of the standard 
breechloading rifle in the field guns be pro- 
vided . for regulars, militia, and “ such 
volunteers as may be immediately called into 
service in the event of war.”’ Though the 
recruiting service has been brongnt toa high 
standard under Adjutant-General Williams, the 
number of desertions still continues large, 
‘+ and,’’ says Gen. Schofield, ‘‘ doubtless from 
causes entirely beyond control, unless it be 
by increasing the certainty and severity of 


the punishment for deSertion.”

He got more than 
1,000 replies before he was brought into the 
United States Court, where he confessed. The 
jury convicted Thomas and Judge Blodgett on 
the bench sentenced him to pay a fine of $25.

Victory for the Temple Faction in the 
Selection of National Officers=Contest 
Over the Treasurership Causes Miss 
Esther Pogh to Withdraw—Convention 
Condemns Use of Child in Acrobatic 
Performance=mHumane Society of Illi- 
nois Called on to Have Law Enforced. 


Proof that the Woman’s Temple tangle has 
eplit the W. C. T. U. into two factions upon 
that question was evident in yeste rday’s 
sessions of the convention. It was the day 
upon which the national officers were to be 
elected.

Woodbridge was selected as the one upon 
whom her mantle should fali, The vote on 
the candidates for this office was, practically, 
atest of strength between the two factions.

Every other candidate of the Temple faction 
were elected by a good majority.

Peffer Renews His Address, 


The silver purchase repeul bill was then taken 
up, and Mr, Peffer (Pop., Kas.) offered an 
amerdment to the substitute, It proposes 
free coinage of gold and silver under the pro- 
visions of the act of 1837 that revives that 
act. Mr. Peffer stated the points in which 
this amendment differed from that heretofore 
offered by him proposing free coinage; and 
which had been voted down some time ago. 
This one now occupies the position of being 
the first that must be voted’on. He'then went 
on with the speech commenced by him last 
Friday, and continued in installments Satur- 
day, onday, and Thursday. 

One of Mr. Peffer’s picturesque and ener- 
getic expressions was (speaking of the course 
urged upon the Vice-President): ** Let no 
Cesar come into this body, and then there 
will be no need of a Brutus.”’ Another was: 

‘If we defeat the holy or unholy alliance of 
administration with Wall street this struggle 
will become memorable in history, for the 
Senate of the United States will have shown 
itself to be the last refuge of constitutional 
liberty.”’ 

Having referred by name to Senators Voor- 
hees and Gordon as Senators who had changed 
their action on the silver question without 
having changed their opinions, he was called 
to order for mentioning Senators by name, 
and was informed by the Vice-President that 
the parliamentary expression was * the Sena- 
tor”’ or “the Junior Senator” from Indiana.

KANSAS MEN IN A WARM DEBATE, 


Simpson and Curtis Meet on the Proposi- 
tion to Fix Railroad Stations. 

Wasurnerton, D. C., Oct. 20.—The Speaker 
laid before the House a communication from 
the Attorney-General giving information rela- 
tive to. the Union Pacific railroad. Referred. 

Mr. Sayers (Dem., Tex.) from the Commit- 
tee on Appropriations reported an urgent de- 
ficiency bill and it was passed. It appropri- 
ates $127,500 for the pay of janitors*and 
custodians in the Treasury Department, and 
$200,000 to enable the Clerk of the House to 
pay the clerks of members, and $10,000 for 
the repair of the Reform School in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. On motion of Mr. Mal- 
lory (Dem., Fila.) a joint resolution was 
passed providing for the reporting, marking, 
and removal of derelicts in the North Atlantic 
Ocean. 

In the consideration morning hour Mr. 
Wheeler (Dem., Ala.) calied up the bill re- 
ported from the Committee on Territories re- 
qairing railroad eumpanies operating lines 
through the Cherokee Outlet to locate and 
maintain stations at the town sites laid out by 
the Interior Department. 

Mr. Simpson (Pop.., 
vocated the passage of the bill, demandin 
that the arrogant assumptions of the railroa 
companies be rebuked. He said he was sur- 
prised at the position taken by the gentleman 
from Kansas, who wanted to postpone action 
on this bill until he could telegraph back to 
the ratlroads to know if it were satisfactory 
to theth. He appeared here, said Mr. Simp- 
son, as attorney forthe Santa Fé and Rock 
Island companies which colonized 7,000 
negroes in his (Simpson's) district, and main- 
tained them there for six months in order to 
defeat his election for having opposed them in 
Congress 


Mr. Curtis (Rep., Kas.) asked if the gentle-~ 


man referred to him as_ representing the rail- 
roads. 

Mr. Simpson said he did for the reason that 
the gentleman had told him he wanted to tel- 
egraph home. 

Mr. Curtis made some denial that could not 
be heard, to which Mr. Simpson retorted: 
“To whom did you want to telegraph if not 
to the railroad com panies?”’ 

Later in the discussion’Mr. McRae (Dem., 
Ark.) said that Delegate Flynn had three 
times made the assertion’ that this administra- 
tion had reversed a decision of the last ad- 
ministration upon this question. .The fact 
was, he said, that Secretary Noble had made 
no ruling and that therefore none wag reversed 
by this administration. 

Mr. Flynn—Is it not a fact that the law officers 
of the department who came over from the last 
administration advised Secretary Smith to sign 
an order prohibiting Indians from ceding their 
lands to the railroad companies for station pur- 
Pir.

STRONG GAIN IN HOPE, 


R. G. DUN & 00, SEE SOME SIGNS OF 
REBOUND. 


Improvement in Business, However, Is 
SlightAssurances That the Repeal Bill 
Will Pass Accepted on Wall Street and 
Renewed Interest Manifested in Stocks 
Merchants Buying Lightly, Consump- 
tion of Goods Showing Marked De- 
crease" Bradstreet’s ” Review of Trade, 


New York, Oct. 20.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade tomorrow will say: 
* There has been much gain in hope and & 
little in business, Assurances that the repeal 
bill will soon be passed have again been ac- 
cepted by traders as a reason for buying 
things speculative at higher prices, and with 
money abundant on call, $88,000,000 hav- 
ing been received in thi# city with ten weeks, 
speculation in stocks and products has an un- 
usual stimulus an@ would have expanded even 
more but for continued embarrassment of in- 
dustries. Stocks have gained during the week 
65 cents per share on the average for rail- 
roads, with sales of 1,000,000 shares. The 
receivership for the Union Pacific had been 
anticipated, and the street reasons that many 
other stocks are selling on a receivership basis 
already, and that in general the worst is likely 
to happen has been discounted. Wheat has 
risen 4 cent, helped by heavy foreign pur- 
chases, and in spite of better crop prospects 
corn is nothing stronger. Pork has been lifted 
so far that another collapse is feared by some. 
Petroleum has been advanced 1 cent, and 
Brazil speculators are supposed to be utilizing 
bombardments to increase the value of coffee. 

With these good signs there are some not so 
good. Renewals of maturing notes to a larger 
amount are forced upon the banks. here, 
though practically all the clearing-house cer- 
tificates have been retired here and at Boston. 
Business is so slow that merchants are asking 
for few new loans, and yet the aggregate of 
commercial indebtedness must still be large. 
The state of the Treasury excites some re- 
mark, its gold surplus having fallen to $82,- 
325,799. Imports are far behind those of 
last year, and the accumulation of goods in 
bonds is unusually large, so that customs as well 
as internal revenue receipts decrease heavily, 

The root of the difficulty is the decrease in 
consumption of all kinds, and in that respect 
the week brought no perceptible change. This 
shrinkage appears less in cotton here than in 
some other branches of manufacture, and dur- 
ing the week there has been slight improve- 
ment in the market for some goods. But some 
large mills which recently resumed have 
stopped again, and while the rumber reported 
in operation increases the condition of the 

rket indicates plainly that few are working 
at their full capacity. The reduction of wages 
has been general and does not tend to increase 
the consumption of goods. The caution of: 
boot and shoe manufacturers, it is believed, 
has enabled that industry to work into a safe 
position, but whilé the stocks of dealers are 
unquestionably low orders received are not 
enough to fully employ the shops in operation. 
Some eee is reported, and the de- 
crease in Eastern shipments, compared with 


last year, is but 22 per cent for the 
week. In silks, mixed textiles, and 


knit goods, the situation has not changed and 
the demand is small. In woolens a slight 
improvement is perceived in orders given 
and the number of .cutters employed, but 
about as many mills are closing as resuming 


. work, and the sales of wool at the three chief 


markets have been 3,028,500 pounds, against 
6.633.000 pound’ last year. There has been 
some buying at the West for the future and 
one or two carpet mills are starting since the 
export of 25,000 rolls has upset the English 
market, but if the home market were in nor- 
mal condition the experts would not now 
have been tried. 

Metal working industries seem to gain 
rather less than others. A large part of the 
consumption of iron is usually in rails, but 
deliveries of steel rails in September were 
only 32,000 tons, which is nota fifth of the 
capacity of the works. The starting of the 
Edgar Thomson works for two weeks and 
the announcement that the Joliet Steel Works 
will soon work are more helpful signs, and 
the shipyards and agricultural implement 
makers are increasing their purchases, but 
the demand for building purposes is remark- 
ably small, and there is more weakness in 
barbed wire, wire rods. and steel billets. In 
spite of heavy exports copper is weaker, and 
itis said that lake has been sold for 9.62 
cents cash. Tin rose a little, with small deal- 


ings, but reacted to 20.8 cents, and 
lead is weak at 3.3 #4=«.cents. The 
feature of most importance as re 
spects the great industries is that 


operations are restricted, not by want of 
money or of difficulties with labor but bya 
strangely large decrease in consumption. The 
volume of domestic trade has been slowly in- 
creasing for some weeks, as reports from 
other cities indicate, and in all comparisons 
the fact that trade increased in September 
and October last year should be kept in mind. 

The exchanges at the principal clearing- 
houses show a decrease of 25.5 per cent for 
the week, which is less than appeared some 
weeks ago, though it may be partially due to 
the unusual volume of payments deferred and 
now made only in part. 

The earnings of the railroads show a little 
more decrease than last week compared with 
last year and 8.7 per cent for the month; af 
the South and West about 15 per cent, but no 
decrease appears on the great trunk lines, At 
most points banks are somewhat relaxing 
their caution, but uncertainty regarding mon- 
etary legislation everywhere retards con- 
fidence, and until domestic consumption of 


goods revives enough to restore norma! activ- 


ity of industries caution is likely to prevail, 
There is no little questioning about the prob- 
able effect of the compromise reported at 
Washington.

MINORITY RULE CAUSES PARALYSIS, 


Business Suffers in Nearly All Lines Owing 
to the Senate's Delay. 
New York, Oct. 20.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 


row will say: 

Still another business week is rendered con- 
spicuous owing to the paralysis imposed on com- 
mercial and industrial operations by the revolu- 
tionary policy of the minority in the Senate.

mill owners are taking raw material 


for actual needs ont textile industries gener- 
ally are not finding the better demand expected 
at this time; leather industries continue much 
depressed; clothing manufacturers make unfa- 
vorable reports on the busines’ thus far this fall, 
and at some industrial centers, notably Pater- 
son, N. J,, a home of silk and iron factories and 
mills, the industrial situation has advanced 
steadily from bad'to worse, and the end is not yet. 

On the other side of the account may be placed 
the relative activity in whisky tobacco at 
western centers, and in rice, and cotton. and fer- 
tilizers at some Southern centers, together with 
a heavy output of wheat flour at Northwestern 
points, and large shipments of wheat to market 
within a week. Prices of staples show an upward 
swing of the pendulum with reference to wheat, 
corn, oats, pork, coffee, cotton, rice, phosphate 
rock, and naval stores. Chief decreases in prices 
have been for lard, hogs, cattle, dnd wool, 

Bradstreet’s estimate of a domestic wheat crop 
this year amounting to 440,000,000 busheis has 
been accepted by rbohm, the first European 
authority on cereal statistics, and is corroborated 
by a special investigation by a Western agricult- 
ural paper.

TALKS ON PURE FOOD, 


HOW TO PREPARE AND SERVE IT 
WITH TASTE, 


One Session of the Congress on Household 
Economics Discusses Adulteration of 
Edibles and How to Detect Impurities 
Good HKoads Meeting Adjourns With- 
out Date-Ornithology, Agriculture, and 
Veterinary Science Are Topics at Other 
Congresses=Only One Meeting Today. 


Today’s Program.—2 p. m., Congress on Orni- 
thology, Hall 23. 


While the rain of yesterday morning was 
hardly more than a mist it had the ‘effect of 
cutting down attendance at the various meet- 
ings at the Art Institute, except the Veterinary 
Congress, where the usual number sat through 
the session. The sessionof the Congress on 
Household Economics which was to have been 
held in the evening was postponed until Mon- 
day, as was the session this morning, so but a 
single divisiofi of the Agricultural Congress 
is to be held today, that on ornithology, at 2 
o'clock. Food was considered in its hygienic, 
scientific, and artistic sense by the Congress 
on Household Economics at its one session 
yesterday. 

Mrs. Mary Hinman Abel contributed a pa- 
per on the scientific preparation of food. 
Mrs. Abel said that the increased number of 
food materials demands that their adapta- 
bility to the processes of digestion and assimi- 
lation be carefully studied. A knowledge of 
science, especially of . chemistry, physics, 
physiology, bacteriology, throws great light 
On the subject of the preparation of food. 

Miss Helen Johnson in her discussion on 
the ‘Artistic Serving of Food” said that the 
simplest way to serve food was usually the 
most artistic. Spotiess linen, shining silver, 
and polished glass she named as among the 
tirst requisites for artistic results. 

Adulteration of Food, 


The ‘‘Adulteration of Food, Its Effect and 
How to Detect It ’’ was the subject of a practi- 
cal paper by Miss Ellen H. Richards of Bos- 
ton. She said: 


Adulteration of food may be in some cases 
beneficial and as a matter of fact the common 
adulterations about which there is so much talk 
are of little consequence compared with the 
proper care which food of a perishable nature 
should receive both as to quality and cleanli- 
ness. Itis of far more importance to the health 
of the community that the meat sold should be 
free from disease, that the milk should come 
from clean dairies, that the fruit and vegetables 
used should be fresh and ripe, than it is that the 
baking powder used should contain 5 per cent 
instead of 25 per cent of starch, or that oleomar- 

arine should not be sold as butter. Most of the 

iterature aay about the adulteration of food 
is put out at the instigation of rival concerns, 
This is so successfully played that the conscien- 
tious housekeeper is well-nigh distracted. The 
remedy for this as for most other evils is 
knowledge. Knowledge is necessary on 
the part of the housekeeper of really 
good articles, of their appearance and of their 
cost for the current year. Then if she is offereda 
pound of ground coffee for less than the quoted 
price of the coffee bean g¢he may know that she 
is not receiving a present from her grocer. We 
housekeepers are suffering because we have left 
the judging of food materials to the clerk and 
the grocer. Why should it be any more ne 
the di nity of a woman to judge of the sample o 
flour than of a silk dress pattern? There are 
cases, like ground dust instead of pepper, saw- 
dust instead of mustard, when it is of sanitary 
advantage to have the public protected against 
themselves by the mixture of less corrosive sub- 
stances.

Papers on How to Secure Construction of 
| Highways. 

Dirt roads, macadamized roads, brick roads, 
gravel roads, roads of &ll sorts and conditions

‘long list of papers was presented in substance, 
the most of them being received by mail.

| D. E. Lantz, a professor in the Kansas Ag- 
‘ricultural College at Manhattan, Kas., contri- 
‘buted a paper showing how agricultural col- 
leges and experiment stations might be made 
‘to further the movement for better roads by 
‘educating the _——- to the necessity and the 
‘feasibility of their construction. 
| N. G. Spaulding, one of the Commissioners 
‘for preparing a road manual for the State of 
‘New York, emphasized once more the points 
‘which have so often been gone over in regard 
to the great loss entailed upon the farmer by 
‘bad roads, preventing him marketing his 
| products at the most opportune times. 
| FB. A, Dunham, a civil engineer of Plain- 
field, N. J., told of the good roads movement 
‘in his State.

‘of the highways was becoming so great that 
‘several engineering schools, notably the Law-

Mrs. Fries Fell Dead When She Found She 
Was Swindled. 

New York, Oct. 19.—A queer story ofa 
gold dust swindle was developed yesterday in 
Williamsburgh. The victims were Mrs, 
Elizabeth Fries,50 years old,of No. 146 
Richardson street; her son, Joseph Fries, 27 
years okd; and her son-in-law, Max Louis, 
Mrs. Fries died on discovering that she had 
been defrauded. The swindlers are said to 
have been Polish Jews.and to have secured 
$13,000 in cash.

Judge Tuley Enjoins It from 
- Cutting Off His Supply. 


TO PAVE WORN OUT STREETS, 


Corporations Put Their Engineers at 
Work for a Report. 


JURIES ARE SAID TO BE LEGAL, 


An attack was made on the Chicago Gas- 
Light and Coke company in a’ biil filed in the 
Circuit Cowst yesterday by Henry C. Rew, 
No. 2619 Prairie avenue. He asked that an 
injunction be issued against the defendant 
company restraining it from shutting off the 
supply of gas from his residence and to have 
the court fix a reasonable and fair price for 
the consumption of gas manufactured by that 
company. The bill was taken before Master- 
in-Chancery Dicker, and upon the master’s 
recommendation Judge Tvley issued the writ 
prayed for. The principal charge made in the 
bill is that the defendant corporation is an off- 
spring of the Chicago Gas Trust company, 
which has been declared illegal by the Su- 
preme Court. It is asserted that the new cor- 
poration, merging out of the ruins of the 
trust, has endeavored to keep up the price of 
gas, there being no competition in Chicago 
because of the fact that the four large gas 
com panies of the city have been consolidated 
into the Chicago Gas company, thereby secur- 
ing the same ends as were obtained when the 
trust was in existence. 

At the outset Rew declares that he has been 
a resident of Chicago for twenty-five yearsand 
has resided at No. 2619 Prairie avenue for 
twenty years. That before the time he first 
occupied the premises and ever since there 
has been a gas supply pipe in the building, . 
The franchise by which the defendant com- 
pany secured its charter is set up, and the 
bill then proceeds to retate the history of the 
corporation. Between 1887 and January,1893, 
Rew says the manufacture and sale of gas by 
the company was increased to more 
600,000,000 cubic feet, while its - Maing 
were extended but seventy-two miles, or in 
other words, while the sales were increased

ter MY book, printed first in 1678. 
won immediate popularity. Numberless edi- 
tions of it have been printed, most of them 
containing also an account of buccaneering 
performances in the Pacific subject to Mor- 
gan’s expedition. During the last century 
and the early part of this one it was a favorite 
book with men and boys. The writer told 
his story very well, without prolixity and 
without moral reflections. The bad men of 
whom he told did not, like Rinaldo Rinaldini 
or Schinderhannes, spend their leisure 
moments in bewailing the cruelty of fate 
which had forced them to lead such lives and 
in meditating on the innocence of their child- 
hood, Morgan and his associates never wasted 
any of their time tn mental analysis. They 
were always doing something intensely active 
—capturi ships, sacking towns, making 
long merches and desperate voyages for the 
urpose of collecting much gold and silver, 
Vhen successful in their enterprises they did 
not, asa general thing, reform and go into 
respectable business, but they drank and 
gambled till their money was gone. Then 
oe | went forth to kill some more Spaniards 
and get some more cash. 

A new handsome illustrated edition of this 
once popular work has just been issued. 
Whether the book will take as it once did is a 
juestion; The mental food of the genera- 
tions of the last century may be too strong 
for the men of today. The buccaneers, ac- 
cording to the view of this day, were blood- 
thirsty robbers and their behavior exceedingly 
unpleasant, not to say disgusting, ‘The fact 
that they did occasionally have religious serv- 
ices on shipboard did not make m desir- 
able members of the community. But this 
book gives a most graphic idea of 
what was going on in the West In- 
dies and the Spanish-American mainland for 
about a century. It is a chapter in American 
history and the American reader should 
have some slight acquaintance with it. Es- 
quemeling will tell him all he needs to know.

National Railways. 

This is the title of an English book written 
by an Englishman and published in England 
(by Cassel & Company). The main purpose 
of the work is avowedly to argue in favor of 
the state purchase of railroads. But it pre- 
sents a great many statements of facts, most 


of them being of great interest apart from‘ 


any direct bearing they may have on the posi- 
tion taken by the author. And he is entitled 
to credit for having written of American rail- 
road conditions witha much better knowl- 
edge of his subject than is usually exhibited 
by the foreigner who assumes to write of the 
United States. Hissketch of the inception 
of railroad business will help to 
a better understanding of the 
abuses that have grown up in_ the 
management of the lines, the conditions ex- 
panding so rapidly that it was difficult for cor- 
rective legislation to keep pace with the move- 
ment. Thus, for Recah wom A the early railroad 
promoters only contemplated the carrying of 
** goods’ from station to station, the senders 
finding their own engines and trucks and pay- 
ing the companies toli fur the use of the line. 
The railroad was to be treated as a public 
highway. Then it was found to be a greater 
convenience for the railroad company to pro- 
vide these facilities, but it did not undertake 


the collection and the delivery of the freight..- 


The system was based on two elements, pri- 
vate property and competition, and few peo- 

le cared to ask if this basis for the future 

ighways of the nation was a sound one. Not- 
withstanding this tendency to let things alone 
the English Government required the utility of 
proposals for new lines to. be subjected to 
the sifting process of a parliamentary com- 
mittee, and this saved the people from the 
evils and excesses of countries where charters 
are recklessly granted without reference to 
the national welfare. But gradually the 
lines became more consolidated and therefore 
more independent of influence from out- 
side. The principal highways of Great Britain 
are now controlied by about 250 bvards of 
directors. ‘But owing to amalgamations and 
working agreements the greater portion is in 
the hands of a dozen oligarchies, and two- 
thirds of the entire mileage of England and 
Wales is in the hands of six companies. These 
constitute a small number of modi- 
fied despotisms, well organized, and 
therefore stronger than the whole 
non-organized trading and commercial 
community. There are 6,000 stations in the 
United Kingdom and only at one-fourth of 
them do competing lines meet, As to 4,500 
stations there is complete monopoly and the 
companies charge what they please within 
their powers. 

The people of the United States have done 
more in railroad building than their brethren 
in Europe. They have made civilization pos- 
sible by encouraging the growth of population 
and covering the continent with centers of 
manufacture and trade. While Europe 
squanders the resources of its peoples in keep- 
ing up armed hosts everon the watch to de- 
stroy each other America expends them upon 
her railroads, which support an industrial 
army of overa million of men. Free from 
the feudal and class distinctions of the 
Old World, they have constructed the 
lines to meet the needs and comforts of the 
people, and the absurd distinctions of caste 
which are characteristic of English railways 
hardly affect the vast majority of travelers in 
the United States. The weak side of the 
American system is its social-economic one, 
arising from the opinion that the creation and 
management of the lines could be left entirely 
to private enterprise, in fact to the laws of 
supply and demand; that they could not be 
too numerous, and that any defects and short- 
comings would rectify themselves under the 
great law of competition, just as it is assumed 
to regulate any ordinary commodity, There 
was.State interference, but it was of the 
wrong kind, for the creation of railways was 
unduly stimulated by the grants of land 
which Congre and some of the States 
voted with that magnificent liberality which 
seems in all new countries to disregard the 
future and leave property a heritage of evil. 
These enormous grants of land made the 
railroads into wea thy corporations powerful 
enough to influence Congress by their votes, 
and then caine corruption. The firet grant 
was in 1850 to the Illinois Central company, 
which received alternate sections of land on 
each side through its entire length. The 
Northern Pacific received 47,000,000 acres, 
the Central Pacific 42,000,000, the Union 
Pacific 13,000,000, and the Southern Pacitic 
12,000,000. From one mile limits the grants 
grew to thirty, forty, and even fifty miles on 
each side of the main track, and 
included all the coal and iron be- 
neath the surface. The grand total of all 
the lands so squandered for the benefit of the 
** public-spirited ’’ railroad companies, whose 
paid attorneys *‘ represented ” the people in 
the United State® Congress, amounted to 
211,890,489 acres, and this does not include 
the lands granted to wagon roads and canal 
companies for the same objects. 

The author pays his intelligent respects to 
American stock jobbers, to the men who as 
railroad directors have let contracts to them- 
selves for construction, to those who have ab- 
sorbed non-paying lines into paying ones at 
enormous overcapitalizations which have been 
saddied on the public, and to other kinds of 
soanetion which have grown out of these 
consolidations, which have proceeded so far 
that 150,000 miles of line belong to seventy- 
five companies. He has something to say 
about our irresponsible express companies 
and the Standard Oil monopoly. He says that 
to protect themselves in the courts the rail- 
roads expend about $14,000,000 per year, 
or 2 per cent of the total cost of working the 
roads, part of it being expended in manipu- 
lating elections and legislation and in wearing 
out such citizens as seek legal! redress for acts 
of outrageous oppression. The author quotes 
from an American writer the estimate that 
another $70,000,000 is paid out annually for 
commiszions to officers of freight and passen- 
ger associations and to other officers 
engaged in fighting for traffic among 
themselves which does not add one iota to the 
totalof business done. But none of these 
facts prove that the robbing of the public 
would be lessened by public ownership of rail. 
roads, and possibly if the author, Mr. James 
Hole, were a resident of the United States for 
a few years he might see enough to convince 
himself that his plan would not work to the 
benefit of the public in this country, however 
well it may conceived of as “ just the 
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Career of Thomas Venner. 


The October number of the New England 
Htstorical and Genealogical Register has a 
brief article about the American life of 
Thomas Venner, the Fifth Monarchy Man. 
He eame over to New England at an early 
day, for he was at Salem in 1638. He re 
mained there till 1644, carryi 
r, buying land and holding the then 
respectable and responsible office of constable, 
when he removed to Boston. 
till 1651, when he went back to England. 
While in Boston he was not admitted to 
church membership, probably because of 
schismatic tendencies he had manifested while 
at Salem. These tendencies grew 
stronger, so that in 1657 found him at the 
head of a band of religious fanatics 
in London, who were called 
Men, because they believed the four great 
Kingdoms of Assyria, Persia, Macedonia, and 
Rome had passed away, a 
Writ, and it was their duty to proclaim 
and establish the Fifth Kingdom, which was 
that of Christ. Finally one night in January, 
1661, these men—lese than fifty in number— 
marched out armed, proclaiming the estab- 
lishment of the millennium. cad * 
who resisted them. Before the city could be 
roused to resist over half a dozen citizens had 
Finding that reinforcements 
did not join*him Venner and his men left the 
city and sought shelter in a dense forest near 
it. Four days later they broke into 
London. again, traversed nearly all the 
streets, fighting as they went. At last they 
were surrounded in a house where they had 
taken refuge and thirty-one of them were capt- 
ured after a desperate struggle. 
acquitted, twenty-five hang 
one other hanged, drawn, and quartered. 
These men had reasoned themselves into the 
firm belief that, though but a handful, they 
could take possession of a city with a quarter 
of a million people and finally of all England. 
They had no doubt that when they had set 
the*ball rolling others would join them. In 
fanaticism it is easier to un- 
derstand how the Anarchists believed that 
they could make themselves masters of 
Chicago and of Illinois.

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DIFFERENCE BETWEEN NORTHERN AND 
SOUTHERN DEMOCRATS, 

Mr. Henry Watterson, driven to exaspera- 
tion by the miscouduct of most of the Sena. 
tors from his own Sunny South, exclaims: 

The spectacle of the extra session, and more 
particularly the scenes of the last few days and 
nights, are enough to cali the dead to lite in de- 
fense of the beleagured interests and the depart- 
ing glory of the South; a clique of Southern Sen- 
ators obsequiously serving a combine of silver 
mine owners; using their experience and such 
wits as are left them to obstruct the will of the 
people as it was never obstructed before, pre- 
cisely as if their own dear lives or their own dear 
dollars were at stake; voluntarily, apparently 
eagerly, returning to the dark ages of sectional 
controversy and to the reckless methods of an 
epoch worse than war, the epoch of legislative 
brutalism, where might was right and grace, 
truth, and justice were nowhere. 

There certainly isa remarkable and as yet 
unexplained difference between the conduct 
of the Democratic Senators from the North 
and of two-thirds of those from the South. 
Morgan, Butler, Vest, Vance, Daniel, Harris, 
Blackburn, etc., profess to stand on the same 
platform as Vilas, Palmer, Mitchell, Voor- 
hees, Hill, Brice,and Smith. They all claim 
to belong to the same party and to have the 


Mr. Watterson sees the dissimilayity but does 
not seek to explain it. 

Can it be that the animus of the course of 
those Southern Democrats whom Mr. Watter- 
son excoriates is to be looked for in the fact 
that they have not forgotten or forgiven the 
overthrow of a rebellion on whose success they 
had staked their all? It is certain that they 
have too much intelligence to believe that 
with free coinage the silver dollar would still 
be worth 100 cents. Those Southern Demo- 
crats are suffering from no delusions or hal- 
lucinations on that point. There are no silver 
mines in their States, and hence they are not, 
affected by the selfish motives which control 
the men from the silver mining States. These 
Southern Democrats know that if their policy- 
were carried out the dollar would drop from 
the 100-cent to the 57-cent basis and that the 
consequences to the country would be disas- 
trous. 

But the injury inflicted at the South would 
be far less than at the North, for the volume 
of credits in the forme, which would be 
scaled down by a slump tothe silver standard, 


but few savings banks depositors there to suf- 
fer and the number of depositors in commer- 
cial banks is comparativelysmall. Of the 
capital invested in the South much belongs in 
the North. Many Squthern farms are mort- 
gaged, the money ems come from the 
North. Of the money advanced on the se- 
curity of rext year’s crops a great deal has 
come from the North. While a drop to the 
silver standard would wipe out about two 
billions of credits in the North it would ob- 
literate only a few hundreds of thousands in 
the South. 

The Southern Populists say that since the 
cotton, sugar, rice, tobacco, and other prod- 
ucts of their section would sell for more silver 
in the event of free coinage than now there- 
fore their producers would get better returns 
for their labor. The free silver Senators 
know this is a delusion. They know that 
those producers would get no more on a gold 
basis than now, but would get no less than 
now, and hence would not be injured as pro- 
ducers by the drop to’the silver standard. 
These Senators see also that the Southern 
planters-would be benefited by cheap silVer 
dollarsso long as they could induce their 
ignorant black and poor white farm laborers 
to take as many 57-cent dollars for a month’s 
work as they are receiving aow 100-cent enes. 
The sum out of which the planters might be 
able to cheat their laborers would in the opin- 
ion of these Senators about make good their 
osses by free coinage. 

Since free coinage would harm the North so 
much and the South so littie, comparatively 
speaking, is that the reason why Southern 
Senators want a slump to the silver standard 
while Northern Democrats do not? Can it 
be that those Southerners have not forgotten 
their defeat, that the fires of old hatreds burn 
unextinguished in their souls, and that they 
want to bankrupt a foe whom they could not 
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whip in battle and to close by their votes solved that it was utterly unsafe to permit 


Northern manufactories which they could not ¢ 


reach when they started for the North musket 
in hand? 

‘This is merely a hypothesis. It is, how- 
ever, deserving of the close investigation of 
Mr. Wattersop, who has not as yet offered 
one of hisown.

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ANOTHER RAILROAD HORROR. 

Horror rapidly succeeds horror in these 
closing days of the World’s Fair period, and 
each fresh disaster on tne railroads leading to 
the White City seems to be mure terrible than 
its predecessor. The wreck on the Grand 
Trunk road near Battle Creek, Mich., at 4 
o'clock yesterday morning: was one of the 
worst of the whole year. As nearly as can 
be ascertained at the present writing, train 
No. 6, known as the Atlantic express, gomg 
east, filled with excursionists who had been to 
the World’s Fair, and running at the rate of 
thirty miles an hour, came into collision with 
No. 9, the Pacific express, running at the 
same speed, at a point about a mile and a 
half from Battle Creek, where there is but a 
single track. Three coaches of the outgoing 
train were smashed up and took fire from the 
heaters, so that to the horrers of the collision 
itself were added those of fire, and many who 
possibly might have escaped, though in an in- 
jured condition, lost their lives in this dread- 
ful manner. 

The disaster oceurred near the Grand 
Trunk yards, about a mile from Battle Creek, 
at a locality known as Nichols. Beyond Nich- 
ols the yard tracks converge to a single one. 
It is stated that No. 6 had positive orders to 
side-track at Nichols and let No. 9 pass. The’ 
latter was three hours late and the engineer 
of No. 6, either believing he could reach the 
next side-track or from some other inscruta- 
ble reason, deliberately disobeyed the order 
and ran out upon the single track, withthe 
horrible results already noted. As the out- 
eome of his criminal action, or that of the 
conductor, at least thirty persons have lost 
their lives and forty more are mangled in 


various ways. ' 


When are these dreadful disasters to cease? | 
Will they continue until the World's Fair 
closes? If so, then it will be a relief when

By these seven collisions seventy-seven lives 
have been lost and 242 others have been in- 
jured, more or less severely. Since Aug. 1 
there have been twelve railroad disasters of 
more than ordinary severity, involving the 
luss of 127 lives ‘and the injuring of 338 
more. It is a ghastly story, and in the light 
of disobedience of orders reported in this 
latest case, as it has been reported in others, 
it is a story of criminal carelesshess and al- 
most deliberate murder, for which some one 
should suffer. It is of little purpose to relate 
the details of the horrible story, for it cannot 
bring the dead back to life. It is of still less 
profit totell it if no one is to pay the penalty 
of the crime. 
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SECURITY FOR BANK CIRCULATION. 

The proposition to issue bank notes based 
simply on securities allowed to remain in the 
possession of the banks issuing the notes 
scomed to meet with considerable favor 
among those in attendance on the Bankers’ 
Congressin this city. That plan of issuing 
money is a most faulty, feeble, and foolish 
one. It has been tried before, only to fail at 
the worst time, proving that those who put 
their trust init dono better than the man 
who leans on a broken reed. It would with- 
draw from the note-holding public the neces- 
sary protection it now has against what hap- 
pens whenever thereis a panic among the 
banks. No private corporation working 
undera State or national charter or indi- 
viduals associated for banking purposes ever 
shculd be permitted to issue a solitary note as 
money and hold the securities pledged for the 
redemption of the note. For in such case 
there would be no absolute security that the 
holder would realize the face value of his 
note. 

This is the fundamental difference between 
national bank notes and all other kinds of 
bank notes issued by individuals. When Sec- 
retary Chasé devised his national banking 
scheme he had that point specially in view. He 
set out to change the old fault of bank note 
issuing in the United States. He saw that as 
often as there was a time of financial strin- 
gency following a period of wild inflation, 
generally characterized as a ‘‘ boom,” a great 
number of the banks failed; and he-saw that 
in all such cases the note-holders suffered far 
more than the depositors, because they were 
scattered all over the country and were 
wholly unable to protect themselves, He 
knew that in every such case the notes of the 
suspended bank fell into the hands of the 
brokers. who as a rule paid for them much 
less than was ultimately paid by the bunks. 
If the bank would eventually pay 50 or 60 
cents on the dollar to its creditors the most 
the note-holder could get was about 25 cente, 
unless he -were prepared to hold till the estate 
was settled. The buying of nofes of broken 
banks was a regular business for brokers 
evetywhere in the United States. As soon as 
a bank closed its doors they went to work to 
investigate the condition and judge how much 
the thing would pan out. If they thought the 
bank would pay 75 per cent they would give 


50 cents on the dollar for its notes. If 
they thought it would pdady 50 cents 
they offered 25, and if 25. cents 


was the estimate of realization they would 
pay but 5 or 10 cents on the deilar for the 
notes. But the depositors did not suffer so 
badly as that. Being on the ground, know- 
ing something of the condition of the bank, 
and of the law under which it would be wound 
up, also having their own lawyers to protect 
their interests, they fared better than the note- 
holders in nearly every case, and in some 
instances three times better. The only class 
of note-holders who could realize as much 
per cent as the depositors were the specula- 
tive note brokers, who either bought from 
others or were able to hold on and were on 
the ground, either in person or by lawyer. 
The poorer people were the worst sufferers. 
Secretary Chase had been a profound ob- 
server of the baneful workings of this system, 
and when the time came for him to act he re- 


P bankers to mix the securities for rédeeming 
their note circulation with the funds that 
should gecure depositors. He knew that the 
great majority of | the note-holdérs were un- 
able to judge of the value of the money by 
reference to the banks themselves, as those 
holders lived hundreds of milesaway. They 
had to take the notes on faith, and generally 
were obliged to take them because, though 
the notes were not legal tender, the cred- 
itor could not be) sure of getting any other 
kind of money if he refused them. Hence the 
Secretary decidea that it was only common 
justice to extend to the note-holders a better 
measure of protection than they had pre- 
viously enjoyed, and that this could not be ac- 
complished without having the security for 
the circulation deposited with the United 
States. The course of events since then 
abundantly has vindicated the soundness of 
his judgment, and it would be the height of 
folly as well as of injustice now to retrograde 
to the conditions of the wildeat era, when 
there wus no safety in holding the bank notes 
which circulated as ‘* money.” 
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THE CRY FOR MORE MONEY. 

Mr. F. J. Dillard, a delegate from Texas to 
the Bankers’ Congress in this city, thus terse- 
ly described the cry for ‘‘ more money” as it 
is heard now and has been heard through the 
ages: 

More money! And abundant money! A cheap 
money! A people’s money! A poor man’s money ! 
A money to relieve distress and bring prosperity ! 
It is no new doctrine, it is no new ery. A genera- 
tion arises, defies every principle of sound 
finance, reaps the constant reward of despair 
and suffering, and returns in pain to safe paths. 


People demand more money as they would 
cry out for more bread and potatoes, cloth- 
ing, fuel, and house,room in case of a scarcity 
of those articles. They see that the individ- 
ual who possesses an, abundance of money is 
able to buy such things and then leap to the 
erroneous conclusion that if everybody had a 
considerable amount of stuff § called 
*money”’ there would be no lack of the 
things that are bought with money. They 
also accept the statement of demagogues to 
the effect that a government fiat is all that is 
necessary to make anything circulate as good 
money, whether it be a piece of metal or a 
sheet of paper. So they fancy that a plenty 
of anything which‘the government will rec- 
ognize as *‘ money ”’ is sdflicient to bring and 
maintain presperity among the people. 

In all this they ignore the common sense 
fact that money is of use only for what it will 
buy, that its purchasing power depends upon 
what the seller of the property believes he can 
get for the “money,”’ that the seller has a 
voice in fixing the price which the buyer must 
pay, and that one seller is not apt to give 
more of his goods in exchange for a given 
amount of “money” than he knows another

idiots or thorough paced knaves could ask

The working people in city and country 
who do not make a study of financial ques- 
tions and of their history ought to be judged 
leniently if they fall into the| cheap money 
error. But no such cloak of tharity should 
caver the sins of the few who |profeas to be 
statesmen, undertake the duties and accept 
the pay of statesmen, and yet stand out per- 
sigstently against the wish of thé majority, de- 
manding cheap money and fighting for it to 
the full extent of their ability, though they 
know they are opposing the wish and will of 
the people. Their attitude is doubly to be 
condemned, as they prove themselves to be 
more ignorant or vicious, or both, than the 
great mass of the people for whom they are 
supposed to act. For there ig no room to 
doubt that the majority of their|constituents do 
not indorse the heresy of cheap, undervalue 
“money ” for which these Sengtors are strug- 
gling. | 
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RENEWED TALK OF COMPROMISE. 

Senator Sherman’s warning to the Senate 
Democrats that they must legislate or abdicate 
appears to have had some efféet. The asser- 
tion that a compromise measure will be 
agreed upon by the members Of the majority 
party is being renewed more positively than 
ever before. At the same time it is denied that 
Mr. Cleveland and those Democratic Senators 
who are most firmly convinced that the policy 
of immediate and unconditional repeal is the 
only sound one will accept the compromise, 
at least in its present alleged form. 

This latest compromise is the old Faulkner 
plan with some modifications. | The seignior- 
age on the silver bullion, amounting now to 
about $55,000,000, is to be coined as fast as 
possible. This is urged on the ground, among 
others, that there will be a deficit of about 
fifty millions at the end of the present fiscal 
year, and that the issuance of this credit 
money, or this making a loan of fifty-five 
millions, for it is nothing else, will meet that 
deficit, and make # unnecessdry tc increase 
taxes, Furthermoge the free jsilver men are 
eagef to get the -bigitoh ‘now in the Treasury 
vaults coined, for they are afraid that if that is 
not doneit may be sold forgold/dt some future 
time or used to redeem Treasury notes on the 
basis of a gold dollar’s worth of silver. 

Then itis provided that silver purchases 
shall be continued till Jan. 1, 1895, wnen they 
are to stop absolutely. By that time the total 
silver stock on a coimage value | basis will be 
$800,000,000, worth intrinsically about 
$450,000,000, Hence were this compromise 
adopted the silver purchases would stop dur- 
ing the lifetime of the present Congress, and 
could not be renewed during Mr. Cleveland’s 
administration, for he would véto any bill to 
resume them were the next Congress to pass 
one. The compromisers have |receded from 
their original position, which |was that the 
purchases must go on till Mr. Cleveland was 
out of office, so as to keep the “i question 
alive during the next Presidential campaign. 

Then it is claimed that the compromise pro- 
vides for the sale of enough 3 per cent bonds 
to raise the gold reserve to $200,000,000. 
According to one statement the Secretary is 
given continuing authority to dispose of 
bonds to maintain the reserve at that point. 
At first the free silver comprdmisers would 
not consent to the gale of bonds for gold, 
ostensibly because it was an increase of the 
public debt, really because it was a guarantee 
that the gold standard should} be retained. 
These free silverites are willing! that the gov- 
ernment should borrow about four hundred 
millions without interest, by issuing eight 
hundred million silver dollats, worth in- 
trinsically only a little over half their face, 
but pretend to object to the government bor- 
rowing a much smaller sum/|for which it 
would have to pay interest. As) the gold thus 
obtained would keep at par the entire mass 
of silver money, the interest |paid on two 
hundred millions, were that the amount of 
gold purchased, would be what it would cost 
to keep at par the eight hundred millions of 
silver money, half of which ip in reality a 
loan. On the total loan of $600,000,000 
that would be a mere trifle. | 

It is stated also that it is intended the new 
bonds shall be so worded that they cannot be 
made the basis of national bank circulation, 
the alleged object of this being to have them 
sold abroad rather than in this ¢ountry. The 
real object no doubt is to strike an indirect 
blow at the national banks by making it im- 
possible to increase the total amount of their 
circulation. There should be no such restric- 
tion as is spoken of. From no [point of view 
could it be for the advantage of} the country, 

It will be seen that the compromise as out- 
lined in the Washington dispatches appears 
to lack many of the elements of a real com- 
promise. It has many traces of the ingenuity 
of Southern free silverites who wish to con- 
cede nothing which is essential, to permit 
nothing to be done which will remove all 
fears of the government abandoning the gold 
standard. Their compromise jadds to the 
stock of depreciated silver and increases the 
dangers which attend its use,|but does not 
provide the means of averting those dangers. 
No such bogus compromise can meet with 
Repuplican approval. | 

While the Republican Senators will be will- 
ing to vote to authorize the sale of bonds they 
will insist that the hands of the Secretary shall 
not be tied; that he shall not be foreed to sell 
bonds at par for 3 per cent or notatall, for 
owing to unforeseen contingenries he may 
not be able to doso, They will igsist also that 
if there isa drain of gold which the gold re- 
ceipts of the government will not make good 
he shall have authority to sell mpre bonds to 
keep his reserve intact.

And yét why should there be any compro- 
mise? How much better would it be for the 
Democrats to the necessary number 
repeal bill to a vote than to yield anything to 
the demands of the free silverites? The lat- 
ter, seeing the growing determination among 
the repealers, and feeling that the people are 
more incensed every day, are much more lib- 
eral in their compromises than at first. They 
are offering to surrender on worse terms than 
they insisted on at the outset. The more they 
are pressed the more they will eoncede, If 
forty-three Senators will sign a paper in favor 
ofa compulsory change of the rules most of 
the free silverites will throw up the sponge at 
once. If the President and his Democratic 
Senators will stand firm the Republicans will 
stick by them, and an unequivocal victory, 
untainted by compromise, will be won, 
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THE CAUTIOUS SENATOR MORGAN. 

The other day Senator Washburn, in reply 
to some insolent remark addressed to him by 
Senator Morgan, replied that he ‘did not de- 
sire to be stamped on or insulted.’”’ There- 
upon the Ambassador from Alabama, using 
language often heard in the Senate before the 
war but rarely since it, said: 


I stand here responsible for every word I speak 
—responsible here and outside either. Now you 
understand that—perfectly responsible. 


Senator Washburn being a gentleman paid 
no further attention to Morgan. He did not 
propose, and Morgan very well knew he aid 
not, to accept his invitation and have a rough 
and tumble fight on the turf of the Capitol 
grounds or on the street. 

After Morgan was through Senator Hill pro- 
ceeded to flay him. On the following day 
Morgan, after having collected his thoughts, 
attempted to reply to the Senator from New 
York. But he used no insulting language to 
him. He did not tell that young and active 
Senator that he was perfectly responsible on 
the outside for all he said. He did not invite 
Senator Hill to step out and put up his fists. He 
was afraid that the invitation might be ac- 
cepted. For the Southern Senators look on 
Hill asa sort of a Tammany bruiser, willing 
to go in for a free fight and kick a man in the 
face when down. 

Such are his political methods, it is true. 
He would handle a political opponent merci- 
lessly. But for personal encounters and street 
rows he has as little taste as most Northern 
men, Still Morgan did not know that and he 
avoided *‘ calling out”’ the Senator only be- 
cause he was afraid the invitation would be 
accepted and he himself thrashed, his eyes 
blackened, and his nose bent on one side. 
Were such an incident as this to take place 
and relieve the monotony of Washington life 
the opinions of people regarding it would be 
ofa somewhat complex nature. The Tam. 
many boys would not care much about Mor- 
gan’s mishap, but they would think far more 
highly of Hill than they do now. They do not 
set much store on a man who has not pounded 
some one, Respectable people while pleased 
that Morgan had been knocked out and had 
learned that a raw beefsteak can cure a black 
eye much better than an application of free 
silver would regret that a Northern Senator 
had sunk to the level of a Southern bully. 

There is no danger that Morgan Will be 
decorated with black eyes. He will not in- 
vite to a personal encounter any man who he 
thinks is likely to go. Mr. Morgan isa bully 
with a largely developed bump of prudence. 


BANKERS URGE REPEAL. , 
The following resolution was unanimously 
indorsed by the Bankers’ Congress Friday, 
being the last day of the sessidn in this city: 
In the opinion of the American Bankers’ Asso- 
ciation in convention assenibled it is wise and 
absolutely necessary that the United States Sen- 
ate shall immediately accomplish the repeal of 
the silver purchase clause of the Sherman bill. 


It has beeu aswerted that the great majority 
of the bankers of the United States do not de- 
sire ardently the repeal of the purchasing 
clause in the Sherman law, as otherwise they 
would have taken solid action in favor of the 
repeal measure, That assertion must now be 
hauled off, like the affidavit of that fellow in 
Denver swearing that a man who has not been 
in this country since 1856 told him he came 
here in 1873 to buy up the American Con- 
gress and did it with $500,000. It is not to 
be expected that any of the free silver mono- 
metallists will own up they have been in error 
in repeating these charges, but they can now 
be silent on these points and hunt round for 
some fresh lies with which to beguile inno- 
cent people before the truth overtakes them. 

The American Bankers’ Association has 
spoken out in open meeting stating the con- 
viction. of its members that it is absolutely 
necessary to the welfare of the country that 
the United States Senate shall accomplish im- 
mediately the repeal of the purchasing clause. 
They have set an example that should be fol- 
lowed by numerous other associations, 
financial and commercial, A few minor: or- 
ganizations have put themselves on record to 
this effect, but all others, big as well as little, 
should do the same, and not rest till they 
knew that their protests were heeded or that 
the matter was decided against them. Surely 
they havea valid reason to wish to act, and 
a most cogent argument to advance—namely: 
the fact that current statistics show the 
volume of busiziess to be not far from one- 
third less than that of the same time last year. 
The commercial bodies should move, not 
merely by having resolutions drawn up and 
passed by their boards of directors, but by 
indorsement in full meeting of the associa. 
tions, with a demand that the business of the 
country be no longer kept at a semi-deadlock 
by the obstreperous conduct of a few ob- 
structionists at the National Capital.

REGISTRATION DAY NEXT TUESDAY. 

Next Tuesday will be the only day for reg- 
istration this fall. Those who desire the re- 
election of Judge Gary and whose names are 


their residence should remember this. No 
man can vote in the City of Chicago or in 
Cicero unless he is registered. Those who 
registered last fall and who have not since 
changed their place of residence are regis- 
tered now. 

The notification as to registration next 
Tuesday is intended: First—for those who 


who may become of age on or before election 
day and who therefore will be entitled to vote 
if they are registered. Second—for those 
who though registered at the last election 
have since changed their place of residence; 
they must be registered anew in the precinct 
of their residence. Third—for those who 
through naturalization or length of residence 
or other causes have become citizens and 
voters since the last election. This applies 
not only to those who have been aliens but to 


States and counties, but who had not lived 
long enough in the State or county at the 
time of the last election to be duly qualified 
voters. 

It should be remembered in this eonnec tion 
that those only aré entitled to bé registered 
who on the day of election will be duly quali- 
fied citizens, who have resided one year in 
the State, ninety days in the county, and 
thirty days in the precinct. Some may think 
that registration is a complicated process. It 
is on the contrary extremely simple. The

ANOTHER DISGRUNTLED INDEPENDENT 


ORGAN. | 

These are sad and melancholy days for the 
mugwump organs. One by one they are com 
ing to the front, headed by such mourners as 
Harper's Weekly, the New York Evening 
Post, the Springfield (Mass.) Republican, and 
the Providence Journal, and asking the pub- 
lic to listen to their tale of woe, The latest 
accessions to the mournful pageant are the 
Record of this city and its evening tender. The 
Record’s protest isin the nature both of a 
wail and a menace, and the wailas well as 
the menace concentrates in an expression of 
deep-seated disgust. It says of the Democratic 
party in general: 

The-Democratic party hasnever been entirely 
colerent since the issue of slavery. presented it- 
self. The modern Democracy embraces, for the 
most part, all the odds and ends of opposition to 
the Republican party, which, adoring progress, is 
the party of optimism and happy-go-lucky. The 
Democratic party combines elements that are an- 
tagonistic upon almost every question of govern- 
ment except the one of opposition to the Repub- 
lican party. Itis the party of low spirits and 
inertia. It comprises those persons who look to 
the government as a possible source of infinite 
good-—if its power is directed against the other 
fellow—and who hold it to bleme for all the 
evils that from time to time beset them. 

Of the Southern Democrats in their relations 
to the Northern it notes the change which has 
struck every observer. So long as the Repub- 
licans were in power the Southern Democrats 
were willing that the Northern should take 
the lead. Even when Mr. Cleveland was 
nominated it repressed all its preferences and 
“was willing to accept any Democrat who 
could secure enough Electoral votes in the 
North to insure his election.’’ But times have 
changed. The Record says: 

Now that the Democracy has secured control of 
the government the South shows a disposition to 
come rapidly to the front and assume control of 
the entire Democratic organization. It would go 
beyond the pledge of the natiénal party platform, 
and not onty refraig from passing a force law, 
but would do that which the Chicago conven tion. 
did not dare to intimate would result from Dem- 
ocratic success—repeal the existing Federal elec- 
tion laws. Upon the question of unconditional 
repeal of the purchasing clause of the Sherman 


‘law the combination of Southern Senators has 


furnished the nucleus about which has concen- 
trated the opposition to repeal. In the conten- 
tion that has arisen there has been opened a 
breach between the Southern and Northern Dem- 
ocrats. How far this strife will go and how long 
it will continue are important questions. 

The Record’s protest closes with a warning. 
It acknowledges that to the independent ob- 
server the condition of the party appears any- 
thing but fortunate; but “ the South, through 
Mr. Morgan and his comrades, is likely to 
learn presently that it cannot plow with the 
Northern heifer with anything like the con- 
spicuous success that marked similar advea- 
turesin days long gone by.” It hardly is 
necessary to remind our readers that the pro- 
prietor of the Record originally was a Repub- 
lican who flopped in 1880. Since that time 
he has been on the Democratic side. With- 
out formally proclaiming himself a Demo- 
crat, he has leaned that way on all occasions. 
Officially he has been running an independent 
organ with Democratic pipes, manuals,. and 
wind chest. Now, however, he is disgusted 
with the party to which he has been attached 


| —disgusted with its malice, its impotence, its 


misconduct, and its mistaken attitude on 
financial questions. In a word, he is dis- 
gruntled. All the independents, that is the 
gentlemen of alleged independence with 
Democratic leanings, are in the same condi- 
tion.
